The panic occurred in one of the 
densely populated sections of the 
East Side, and the thousands who 


poured into East Houston street in| 
front of the theatre and rushed to the|

ing film and the flames did not spread 
beyond the fireproof cage in which he 
worked. 


With the exception of one rear exit | 


door, the only way of escape from the 
theatre was through the main vesti- 
bule, 
space that most of the injured were 
found. The two women who were 
killed were picked up in the main sec- 
tion of the theatre where they had 
been trampled. 

Steep steps led from the sidewalk 
to the theatre entrance and down 
these hundreds fell while those be- 
hind piled on top. Children became 
separated from their parents and 
frantic searchers for friends or relat- 
ives mingled with the panic-stricken 
audience. 

In the panic clothes were torn from 
the backs of their wearers and the 
police gathered up a great pile of hats, 
coats, shoes, eye glasses and even 
pocketbooks. A few rings and watches 
were among the salvage taken to a 
police station for identification. 

At the time the panic started fully 


100 persons were waiting in the ves- | 


tibule to gain admission to the thea- 
tre, and as the doors burst open from 
within these people were caught in 
the rush to reach the street. 

Fire Commissioner Johnson arrived 
at the theatre soon after it had been 
cleared. In a statement he declared 
that there were 800 similar theatres 
in Greater New York where condi- 
tions were equally perilous. 

He said, however, 
owners had complied with every or- 
dinance governing such places. In ad- 
dition to the usual Sunday night 
throng, the management had adver- 
tised an added spectacular attraction, 
which caused an unusually large 
crowd to gather.

Boston, Feb. 5.—‘“Big Bill” Keli- 
her is making good his threat to show 
up the alleged grafters in the New 
York police department who, for a 
share in the spoils, protected the faro 
gang while they were fleecing vic- 
tims in the metropolis. He laid bare 
the whole story to Deputy Assistant 
District Attorney Groehl of New 
York, Receiver Bates of the Nationa! 
City bank, @nd his Jaw _ partner, 
Frank May. 

The interview took place behind the 
walls of the state prison, where “Big 
Bill” is scheduled to remain for 
eighteen years. The conference last- 
ed an hour and a half. 

What was said by “Big Bill,” what 
charges he may have made gainst any 
New York officials, or what questions 
were asked him, the New York as 
sistant district attorney would not 
divulge. 

“I will say nothing of what took 
place,” he stated, but he grudgingly 
admitted “Big Bill” had mentioned 
the names of several New York po- 
ficemen during his conversation, but 
who these were Goeh! refused to say. 

When Groehl, Bates and Nay ar- 
rived at the state prison, “Big Bill’ 
was brought up from the shop in 
which he works to the enclosure used 
by the prison clerical force, in one 
corner of the big guard room. There 
the four men, accompanied by the 
guards, held their conference. 

It was learned from Warden Bridges 
that District Attorney Whitman can- 
not get Keliher to New York city to 
testify before the grand jury there 
unless the President of the’ United 
Stat@s pardons or paroles him. Keli- 
her is a federal prisoner and the in- 
tercession of the president is neces 
sary before he can be taken out of 
the state. 

Keliher could be brought out of the 
State prison to any place witbin the 
boundaries of Massachusetts to testi- 
fy by an order of the state supreme 
court. To get him out of the state, 
however, is a matter that the federa 
penal laws provide can only be done 
by the president. 

According to those supposed to be 
on the inside in the Keliher case th« 
net result of Groehl’s visit here i 
negative. The wise ones say that a

HOPE TO ATTACK 
CAPITAL SOON 


Allies Trying to Propate Way 
| For the Greek Fleet 


JURKS BEATEN ‘(IN GALLIPOLI 
| 


Bulgars Likely to Meet Stubborn Re- 
sistance Before They Advance Much 
Further—Permission For Foreign- 


| 


ers to Leave Adrianople or Estab- 
lish Neutral Zone Refused 


London, Feb. 7.—Reports from the 
front, although very meagre, indicate 
that the Bulgarians are bending every 
effort to prepare the way for the 

| Greek fleet to go through the Darda- 
nelles, meet the Turkish warships in 
the Sea of Marmora, and then to pro- 
ceed to the bombardment of Con- 
stantinople, which is the ultimate ob- 
ject of the allies. 

Dispatches indicate that in the fight 
yesterday in Gallipeli peninsula the 
Turks were driven off. 

If this is the case the Bulgars have 
made a long step in their advance 
but they will still have to negotiate 
the modern and well defended works 
at Bulair and across the neck of the 
peninsula, which ought to offer stub- 
born resistence. 

The fact that the Bulgarians appear 
to be moving their positions westward 
along the Tchatalja lines seems to 
that they realize there is a pos- 
sibility of an attempt to outflank them, 
but so far there is no confirmation of 
the rumors that the Turks are moving 
troops by sea to the neighborhood of 
Rodosto and Midia. 

The ministers of the powers in 
Sofia communicated to Premier Gue- 
choff the of the consuls at 
Adrianople for permission for foreign- 
ers to leave the town, or for the es- 
tablishmert of a neutral zone for their 
protection. 

Premier Guechoff declined to accede 
to the request. He said, in explana- 
tion, there was no precedent for for- 
eigners leaving a’ besieged place un- 
der similar circumstances and there 
were weighty reasons why Bulgarian 
headquarters could not grant 
permission. 

Nor could a neutral zone be estab- 
lished, as no guarantee could be given 
that shells wouldgnet accidentally fall 
within the zone, and consequently 
great difficnities would be created for 
| the treops engaged in the operations.

Product of the Public Schools 
is Better Than Ever 


Headmaster Ernest L. Collins of the | 
Quincy High school was the speaker 
at the meeting of the Parents and 
Teachers Association of the Massa- 
chusetts Fields school Thursday ev- 
ening. He spoke on “The Home and 
the school,” and said in part: 

“The school is producing better ma- 
terial today than ever before in spite) 
of the knocks it is receiving in the} 
daily papers and journals. 

“The trouble is that the ideals of the 
home and school are not the same. 
The ideals of the school are very much 
higher now than in the home. Much 
done in the five hours of school is un- 
done in the remaining hours of the 
day. 

“There is a lack on the part of the 
pupil to do good honest, faithful work | 
the whole time. He is satisfied to 
just get by and parents are satisfied 
if pupils are passed on what is not 
their best work. 

“Pupils are apt to select courses 
that are Students preparing 
for college should take five years at 
high school,” said Mr. Collins as he 
explained the different courses. 
“Boys and girls ought to be brought 
up with the idea that they must earn 
their way to success in this life and 
that there is no easy road. Boys are 
looking for short cuts which in most 
cases are bad. 

“There is a growing lack of respect 
on the part of the boys for authority 
to elders and superiors and toward 
girls. Punctuality is a lost art. The 
high schood has a great lack of punc-| 
tuality. There are too many tardy, 
too many dismissals and the excuses 
given are very unsatisfactory. 

“These lead to two results, the pu- 
pil loses his recitation and also the 
continuity of his subject. Most of the 
failures in high school are caused by 
irregular attendance. Some of the 
growing causes of failure in school 
are pupils being out nights, their con-

ON ALL CUMMITTEES 


Plan to Get Sealps of Conserv- 
ative Democratic Senators 


Washington, Feb. 7.—The progres- 
sive Democrats of the senate have re- 
newed their efforts to force such re- 
| organization of the upper house as wil! 
strip the conservatives and reaction- 
aries of authority. 

For a few weeks there has been an 
armistice in this struggle and the 
“harmonizers” had apparently suc- 
ceeded in patching up peace. But the 
armistice is over and the war has be- 
gun again. 

The plan now is simply to organize 
the committees so that they will be 
“progressive,” but to go after the 
scalps of Senator Martin, the nominal 
Democratic leader, and Senator Sim- 
mons, who will automatically become 
chairman of the committee on finance. 
The progressives are daily holding 
conferences and if their plans gc 
through, the senate will be led at the 
next session by Hoke Smith, Gore or 
Kern.

The mutinous troops were led by 
the students of the military school at 
Tlalpan, a suburb. They marched to 
the prison to which Felix Diaz had 
| been transferred for safekeeping and 
released him. Reyes was also freed 
from Santiago military prison, there} 
being no resistance in either quar- 
ter. 

To the army of the mutineers 
quickly came portions of the First 
cavalry, Twenty-Fourth cavalry and 
Twentieth infantry. General Mon- 
dragon, retired, was in command, 
but gave way to Diaz and Reyes.

From the west 
could be seen advancing the force 
headed by President Madero. As it 
approached the rebels retired into 
a side street. 

Thirty minutes later street fighting 
began in the neighborhood, but last- 
ed only a short time. Neither side 
appeared ready to press its advant- 
age, but just before noon Diaz led 
his command, numbering 10 0, ona 
wide detour in an effort to reach the 
arsenal.

Four Separate Battles 

The day was marked by four sep- 
arate engagements, the most san- 
guinary of which took place in front 
of the national palace; but most im- 
portant was that which terminated in 
the formal surrender of the teoops in | 
the artillery barracks. 

The mutinous troops were led by 
the students of the military school at 
Tlalpan, a suburb. They marched to 
the prison to which Felix Diaz had | 
been transferred for safekeeping and 
released him. Reyes was also freed 
from Santiago military prison, there 
being no resistance in either quar- 
ter. 

To the army of the mutineers 
quickly came portions of the First 
cavalry, Twenty-Fourth cavalry and 
Twentieth infantry. General Mon- 
dragon, retired, was in command, 
but gave way to Diaz and Reyes. 

At 8:30 o'clock the first encounter | 
with the loyal troops occurred in front | 
of the national palace, and Reyes, | 
whose long record as an army officer 
was broken little more than a year 
ago, by a farcical revolt, was dead. | 
He was killed instantly by a bullet | 
through the head. 

Women and Children Fall | 

Many fell in this engagement and | 
among the scores of bodies which 
strewed the streets were those of | 
minor officers, women and boys of the 
lower classes and members of the 
freat crowd of spectators which had 
gathered at the firing of the first shot. |

Revolt Was Unexpected 


The revolt, in its unexpectedness, | 
was such as to stupefy the populace, |

The attack on the national palace 
found the government not altogether 
unprepared. In the interim betweer 
the release of Diaz and Reyes from 
prison, Gustavo Madero, brother of 
the president, and Governor Garza of 
the federal district learned of the 
plans of the rebels. The minister of 
war and General Villar made hasty 
preparations to guard the palace 
aganst attack. 

Riding at the head of their troops, 
Diaz and Reyes approached from tha 
east into the Zocalo, the big square 
in front of the palace. Reyes ap-

A halt of the mutinous forces was 
was made when Villar, appearing at 
the door of the palace, raised his 
hand and challenge: them.

Palace Replies to Shooting 

Quickly the invading forces assumed 
positions around the square, which 


} soon was clouded with the smoke from 


their rifles. Immediately from the pal- 
ace came an answering fire. The de- 
fenders of the palace were using rifles 
and machine guns. From the west 
could be seen advancing the force 
headed by President Madero. As it 
approached the rebels retired into 
a side street. 

Thirty minutes later street fighting 
began in the neighborhood, but last- 
ed only a short time. Neither side 
appeared ready to press its advant- 
age, but just before noon Diaz led 
his command, numbering 1000, on a 
wide detour in an effort to reach the 
arsenal. 

When the Sghting in the Zocale 
ceased, ambulances of the Red and 
White Cross engaged in the work of 
picking up the dead and succoring 
the wounded. The Plaza, an area of 
four city blocks, was strewn with the 
bodies of men and horses. Within 
the palace there were few victims, but 
Colonel Morelos, one of the most loyal 
of Madero’s adherents, was killed.

receipts should go to increase the 
financial reward of the men who had 
undertaken to share with him the 
dangers of the Antarctic region. It 


was therefore arranged that all sums 
paid by newspapers throughout the 
world for the story of the adventure 
should be distributed among the mem- 
bers of the crew as a surprise bonus 
on their return to England. 

A memorial service for Scott and 
his companions is to be held in St.

STREET BATTLE 


on the Western Continent 
BLOOD RUNS IN MEXICO CITY 


Number of Dead Will Reach Hundreds 
—Nelither Side Gains Advantage Af- 
ter Fight Lasting Seven Hours— 
Lives of Non-Combatants In Jeop- 
ardy—Regulars Joining Diaz 


Mexico City, Feb. 12.—The feder- 
als and fought a seven-hour 
drawn battle with heavy artillery in 
the heart of the city yesterday. When 
darkness put an end to the fighting 
neither side appéared to have gained 
apy marked advantage. 

Estimates of the casualties run as 
high 1000, although accurate in- 
formation cannot be obtained at this 
time. The dead certainly will be 
counted by the hundreds. 

Foreign residents for the most part 
kept under but three Ameri- 
cans are known to have suffered in-

juries from stray bullets. 
All through the night the federal 
commanders were placing men in 


position. Twenty cannon had been 
brought in from the outlying districts. 
Rurales were engaged in transporting 
ammunition. 

From above the captured arsenal, 
General Felix Diaz floated-his red flag 
of defiance. The rebels appeared no 
less ready for battle than the feder- 
als. were issued to the de- 
tachments guarding all approaches to 
the arsenal to retire on the appear- 
ance of armed force. But Diaz 
did pet rely entirely on his forces in 
the arsena! district. He detached a 
few hundred men with artillery to a 
point on the northwest of the city. 

These guns dominated Chaupltapec, 
but instead of shelling the old castle 
they were held in readiness to strike 
the federals in the flank or rear. 

The American ambassador, Henry 
L. Wilson, published a warning to 
all Americans urging them not to go 
unnecessarily in the danger zone. 
From hundreds of. buildings floated 
the flags of foreign nations. 

The struggle of Diaz to overthrow 
the power of President Madero re- 
sulted in the most remarkable scene 
ever witnessed on the western conti- 
nent. Street fighting has occurred in 
Mexico in times past, but a battle in 
which the contending forces employed 
heavy artillery at a range frequently 
of less than a half a mile in a densely 
populated city was a new and startling 
spectacle. 

Beyond that issued by the American 
ambassador, practically no warning 
was given to non-combatants to re- 
tire to a place of safety. As a mat- 
ter of fact it was impossible to mark 
out the limitations of. the danger 
zone. 

As the battle proceeded shells In- 
tended for the enemy four blocks away 
often found lodgment in houses a mile | 
or two miles distant. Rifle bullets 
flew from the centre to the circum- 
ference of the capital, making safety | 
in any quarter only a relative term. 

To the offer of Senor de la Barra to | 
mediate, if he thought that course | 
advisable, the president replied that | 
he had no desire to deal with the reb- ' 
els except through the medium of shot | 
and shell.

VALUABLE BALLOT BOX, 


A unique and valuable ballot box is 
soon to become the property of the} 
Massachusetts Society of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution. It 
is composed of 28) pieces of wood, 
each of historical value. 

For over a year and a half the 
pieces of wood for the box have been 
collecting. The wood, in large and 
small bits came from 60 chapters of 
the D. A. R. and from 10 individuals. 
It was gathered in all parts of Mas- 
sachusétts and in many other states 
A piece from some old house erected 
in 1670, a sliver from an antique 
clock frame, a splinter from an his- 
toric tree, a shingle from a meeting’ 
housce roof, a scrap of flooring from a 
ship o’war-—piece by piece the 280 
fragments came to Mrs. Charles H 
Masury of Danvers. As honorary 
State regent, Mrs. Masury had been 
appointed a committee of one to 
receive the - contributions. It wag 
Capt. Charles H. Masury, however, 
who designed the box—a very labor- 
ious, intricate task . 

The box will be presented publicly 
March 3 to the Massachusetts D. A. R.

Each bill must be paid within fifteen days of its date and should a bill become overdue by not being paid 
within fifteen days, the supply may be diseontinued without further notice.

Several Thousands Said to Have Been 
Killed by Shell Fire of Bulgarians 
Along Tchatalja Lines—Report 
From Sofia Says Invading Army’s 
Losses Are Slight 


Sofia, Feb. 12.—The Turkish army 
in the peninsula of Gallipol lost be- 


ficers during the fighting at Bulair, 
according to a war office dispatch. 
Several thousands of Turkish soldiers 
fell in a@ battle before the Tchatalja 
lines on Feb. 9 and thousands more 
at Charkeui, southeast of Rodosto. 

The report says the Bulgarian army, 
having repulsed several Turkish at- 
tacks along the Tchatalja lines ex- | 
cept on the extreme right flank, where 
they were exposed to the convergent 
fire from the Turkish warships in the 
Sea of Marmora and the Gulf of Buyuk 
Chekmedje, retired to fresh positions 
five or six miles to the rear. The 
josses of the Bulgarians were insig- 
nificant, while those of the Turks 
amounted to several thousand men, 
mainly due to the excellently directed 
Bulgarian shell fire. 

The report continues: “The Bul- 
garians are entrenching their posi- 
tions in front of Bulair. Large bodies

MRS. SARAH JENNIE HOBART, 43 Years Old, Murdered 
MYRON L. HOBART, 60 Years Old, Murderer and Suicide 


ALLEGED CAUSE 
Alleged Jealousy of Neighborly Friendship

at the Braintree station. On finish- 
ing his tour of duty at six o'clock this 
morning he proceeded in the direc- 
tion of his home at the corner of 
Washington and School streets, with!

Accompanied by 
McGlauflin, Officer Qualey proceeded |

volver with two chambers discharged.

They immediately notified the medi- | 
cal examiner, John C. Frazier, of}

mitted suicide. Both had been dead} 
some hours, so that it may be that!

PRALANK FOR HIGHWAY NEEDS 


Jump of $249,000 in Valuation Two 
Years a Surprise to Mayor Stone

and an interesting talk on docks and 
inland waterways were the important 
features of the regular meeting of the | 


| Squantum Improvement association | 


Tuesday night at the bungalow of | 
Herbert A. Smith, Wedgewood street. | 
It was voted that a special car be pro- 
vided by the association for the free 
transportation to and from the hear- 
ing on the acceptance of Htckins | 
avenue, Bellevue road and Dorchester 
Street given by the Quincy City Coun- 
cil Monday night. 

Reports were made showing that 
Mayor Eugene R. Stone is to support! 
the association in its fight for better 
streets. The mayor when waited upon! 
by a special committee expressed sur- 
prise that Squantum’s real estate valu-| 
ation had jumped $249,900 in two 
years and that the assessed valua- 
tion of property for 1912 was $730,- 
225. The Mayor admitted that he 
knew of no other section of Quincy 
except South Quincy in the vicinity of | 
the Fore River Shipbuilding yards 
which could show such an _ increase. 
He was shown that Squantum’s _in- 
crease in valuation had been without 
a single accepted street and without} 
the aid of manufacturing which in the 
case of South Quincy was responsible 
for the increase in valuation. 

It was presented to Mayor Stone 
that with $8,000 to $10,000 for the ac- 
ceptance of the main thoroughfare 
through Squantum the tax valuation 
within a year would jump over the! 
$1,000,000 mark as hundreds of lots | 
have been purchased on Be:levue road 
and Huckins avenue and their owners | 
are merely waiting for decent streets 
before building handsome homes. 

President C. E. Carlson, presided, 
and the minutes of Secretary John 
Mardon of the last meeting were read| 
and approved. The president intro-! 
duced Dock Commissioner Crane who 
was vigorously applauded. 

Mr. Crane prefaced his remarks by 
Saying that the United States was! 
just waking up to the development of} 
its inland waterways. He said this| 
was why Quincy got $140,000 in the| 
last appropriations by Congress for| 
inland waterways. He declared that 
the matter of water transportation | 
was one of the greatest economic’) 
questions of the day. Massachusetts | 
he said was slow to wake up to this | 
fact. He showed that 22,00 lives had| 


been sacrificed and $40,000,000 worth of 
property lost owing to the failure to 
develop inland waterways and _ the 
continuation of shipping along the 
hazardous coast. 

He traced in an interesting way the 
formation and development of the At- 
lantic Deep Waterways association 
and declared that at the last conven- 
tion in New London, Massachusetts 
for the first time was adequately rep- 
resented. He said Governor Foss 
took an active interest in the water- 
Ways question and attended this con- 
gress. 

“While Massachusetts year after 
year went to Congress with a small 
delegation to ask for waterways ap- 
propriations the western men went to 
Congress in private trains. 

“New England spends $70,000,000 
annually in its transportation of coal 
from southern ports. Think of the 
saving it would be if this freight could 
be brought by inland waterways. The 
time had come for the state to ap- 
propriate $40,000,000 for the building 
of the so called Brockton canal which 
would connect Quincy and Boston 
Harbor with Fall River and a direct 
line to the south by inland water- 
ways.” F 

Coming to local issues Mr. Crane 
said he was opposed to the appropria- 
tion of $100,000 by the City of Quincy 
at the present time for a public pier. 
He said that he favored a public pier 
in Squantum and believed that it was 
for the best interests of the communi- 
ty. He said a public pier concentratet 


| all visitors to that spot and with “No

Before this draft was copied in in’ 
for signing General Lee took oppor- 
tunity to remark that his cavalrymen 
and marty of the artillerymen owned 
their borses and asked whether these 
men as wel! as the officers would be 
permitted fo retain them. 

“] suppose,” said Grant sympathet- 
ically, “that a great many of the men 
in your ranks are smal! farmers whep 
they are at home and in that case will 
need their horses just now to put in 
crops to carry themselves and their 
families through next winter. Well, 
then, we will have it set down that 
any man who claims to own a horse or 
mule may retain the anima! and take 
it home with bim.” 

“That will bave a very good effect,” 
said Lee, much gratified.

‘SCOTT'S APPEAL IS REEDED 


British Government and People Wil! 
See That Explorers’ Wives and 
Families Are Provided For—Anmund- 
sen Paints Verbal Picture of Prob- 
able Manner In Which Brave Men} 
Perished In the Antarctic

Christchurch, N. Z., Feb. 13.— 
The Terra Nova, the vessel which | 
took Captain Robert F. Scott to the | 
Antarctic on his way to the South! 
Pole, and which returned there to 
fetch bim back, but instead brought 
news of his and his companions 
heroic death, arrived in this port yes- 
terday. 

The arrival of the Terra Nova gave | 
rise to considerable uneasiness con- 
cerning the fate of the Japanese 
South Polar expedition under Lieu- | 
tenant Shirase, which has not been 
heard from. ' 

H. G. Ponting, a photographer 
who accompanied Scott's expedition, 
was aboard the Terra Nova. He was | 
quoted as saying that the Scott ex- | 
plorers had found traces of the Jap- 
anese and that the indications were | 
that the Shirase party might have 
been overwhelmed by the same Ant- 
arctic blizzard that killed Scott and 


| his men. The Japanese Antarctic 


expedition set out from Yokohama in 
1910 in a 150-ton schooner. 


Britain Responds to Scott's Appeal 

London, Feb 13.—The general 
feeling expresed is that no honor Is} 
too great to be rendered the dead | 
heroes, and that whatever is done 
by the government should not inter- | 
fere with the spontaneous generosity | 
of the public tn behalf of the wives | 
and families of those who sacrificed 
themselves in the nation’s honor and | 
service, both living and dead. Noth- 
ing has been decided as to what steps 
the government or the admiralty will | 
take, but full confidence is felt that 
ample provision will be made 

The committee of the British Aretic 
expedition will issue a national ap- 
peal for a fund to provide for the 
relatives of the dead explorers. |

AMUNDSEN’S THEORY 


Explorers Were Not In Fit Condition | 
to Meet Great Blizzard 
Chicago, Feb. 13

-A thrilling pic- 
ture of the probable manner tn which 
Robert F. Scott and four of his com- 
panions met death on the ice barrier | 
close to the earth's southern extrem- 
ity was painted verbally by Captain 
Roald Amundsen, discoverer of the 
South Pole. 

“ft Is hard to say just what hap- 
pened,” said the Norwézien explorer. 
‘but we can imagine, perhaps, al- 
though it is horrible We know, of 
course, that it -happened about the 
79th parallel and that they were down | 
on the barrier and not on the plateau 
And just about there our positive | 
knowledge stops Certainly they | 
were exhausted and starving It may 
be they had some scurvy among them | 
—who can say? 


“At any rate, they were not in a 
fit condition to meet the terrible bliz- 
zard when it came. Not that bliz- 


zards are unusual. Scott was pre- 
pared for blizzards, for he was no} 
amateur. One may always expect 


blizzards in that country. 

3ut there they were—those poor, 
forlorn fellows—struggling along with- 
out even ponies to draw their sledges, 
for they had sent back their last 
ponies when they had reached a point 
150 miles from the pole on the jour- 
ney southward. 

“They were drawing their own! 
sledges, weakened though they must 
have been. They had no dogs, and 
that was a mistake, I am afraid. And 
always before them there stretched 
that awful waste of ice. And across 
the frozen surface sweeps the wind— 
furiensly. The great tiat expanse of- 
fers a terrific sweep for the blast and | 
there is no protection except what 
man is able to build for himself. 

“And they died,” he said softly. 
“Of course Evans—Petty Officer 
Kvans—had died already. He fell on 
the ice But the others must have 
died within a short time of each oth- | 
er. Oates went bravely out into the | 
blizzard that his sickly condition might | 
not hinder the others. That was a) 
great sacrifice, but it did no good. 

“I cannot read that last message 
of Captain Scott's without emotion. 
I never met him, personally, but I! 
now he was a brave man. And to) 
think,” edded the captain in-a hushed | 
jone, “that while those brave men | 
were dying in the waste of ice. 1 was} 
lecturing in warmth and comfort In| 
Australia.”

MEATS MUST BE COVERED 


State Health Board Approves Rule 
Governing Boston Markets 
Boston, Feb. 13.—After two years 
of constant battling the local board of 
health has won its fight to put into 
operation its “cover up” regulation on 
foodstuffs exposed for sale out of 

doors in this city. 

Yesterday the state board of health 
approved this regulation which will 
make a change in the methods of sell- 
ing meats, fish, fruits, berries, etc., 
tn Boston. 

The new law requires dealers in 
meats, fruits, fish, certain berries, 
cracked nuts and other food stuffs, 
which might be contaminated by be- 
ing exposed to dust and flies, to keep 
them under coverings while exposed 
for sale. This applies also to such 
food stuffs while being transporied on 
teams.

Advocated by James $. Whit- 
ing in an Open Letter 


Editor Quincy Daily Ledger:— 

Chapter 320 of the Acts of 1912 
rovides under section one that Sec- 
ion 1 of Chapter 367 of the Acts of the 
‘ear 1911 is hereby amended by strik- 
ng out the word “may,” in the sec- 
md line, and inserting in place there- 
of the word “shall,” ete. ete. so that 
3ection 1 as amended by this act 
shall read as follows: 

“Section 1—The School Committee 
of any city or town which accepts the 
yrovisions of this act shall grant the 
emporary use of rooms or halls in 
chool buildings upon such terms and 


vonditions and for such public or, 


sducational purposes, as the said 
school committee may deem wise: 
srovided however, that such use shall 
10t in any way interfere or be incon- 
sistent with the use of the halls for 
school purposes, and that such use 
shall not be granted during the regu- 
lar sessions of the school unless 
means of egress have been approved 
for such purpose by an inspecter of 
public buildings of the district po- 
lice. 

Section 2.—Chapter 157 of the Acts 
of 1912 is bereby repealed 

Section 2.—This act shall take ef- 
fect upon its passage. 

This bill was approved by the 
governor on March 25, 1912. 

The original act (Chap. 267, Acts of 
1911) relative to the use of school 
halls for other than schoo] purposes 
provided among other things that the 
school committee may grant the use 
of the halls only where no admission 
fee is charged. Under the new law 


the “no admission fee clause” has 
been repealed thus allowing the 
School Committee great latitude in 
granting the use of the halls. 

I believe that it was the intent of 
the petitioners and all who advocated 
in passage of the bills that the School 
Committees should do nothing to im- 
pede the frequent use of the school 
halls for public and educational pur- 
| poses.

Publicly States His Policy 


THE PROBLEM OF PURE DRUGS 


Should Be Co-Operation In Control 
and Regulation of Handling and Sale 
of Drugs and Their Preparation— 
Public Confidence Already Won In 
Struggle For Pure Foods 
New York, Feb. 14.—Dr. Carl L. 


Alsburg, appointed recently to the 
position of chief of the bureau of 


| chemistry of the department of agri- 


culture, delivered his first public 
statement of policy at the annual 
meeting of the National Association 
of Manufacturers of Medical Prod- 
ucts at the Waldorf-Astoria. 

He took occasion to urge a closer 
regulation of medicinal nostrums, and 
confined his remarks largely to a dis- 
cussion of the problem of pure drugs, 
rather than that of pure food. 
said in part: 

“The bureau hopes to co-operate 


upon a scientific principle, in elMmi- 
nating waste and in utilizing by- 
products to the best advantage. The 
bureau hopes to do for them what the 
bureaus of the department of agri- 
culture are doing for the farmer. 

“I wish to assure you that the bu- 
reau stands ready to co-operate with 
your association, because such co- 
operation is to the best interests of 
all. We feel you have learned the 
lesson that the application of scl- 
ence to practical things is the wisest 
and best course. 

“A field that is crying for co-opera- 
tion between us is that of the contro! 


| and regulation of the handling and 


sale of drugs and their preparation. 
“The eyes of the people have, in 
the past, centred upon the depart- 
ment’s struggle for pure foods. This 
work has, I think you will admit, 
been very successful in improving the 
quality of our foods, and preventing 
the grave forms of fraud and adultera- 
tion. Public confidence has been 
won. No backward step will be taken. 
There will be no letup in the enforce- 


| ment of the pure food and drugs act.”

Withdrawal From Tchatalja Lines 
ls Thought to Be a Feint 


eee, | MORAN TURKS PURSUIT 
GET A CERTIF:GATE TODAY Allies Could Crush Ottomans by Lur- 


ing. Them From Forts and Giving 
Battle In Open, Field—Greek Flag 
Now Waves Over Island of Crete— 
The Gallipoli Campaign 


London, Feb. 17.—One of the 
greatest mysteries of the renewed Bal- 
kan war is the action of the Bui- 
| garian army before Tchatalja. The 
| allies are reported to have withdrawn 
| still further from the line of strong 
| forts that guard the way to Constanti- 
nople. 

It was said at the first news of the 
retrograde movement that the Bul- 
garians were giving up their advance 
positions because a large part of the 
| troops had been withdrawn for the 

campaign in the Gallipoli peninsula. 
But now it looks like a feint. 

The allies probably realize they 
cannot take the Tchatalja lines and 
| Constantinople without a tremendous 
‘loss of life. At the same time they 

believe, it is thought, they could 
repeat their victories of Lule Burgas 
and Kirk Kilisseh once the Turkish 

forces had attempted again to give 
battle in the open field. 

Should the Turks, deceived by the 
apparent retreat, vaingloriously hurry 
to pursue them, it is expected the al- 

lies would quickly turn and crush 
the Ottomans. 

Something of this sort may already 
have happened. Telegrams rumor a 
great battle at Chorlu. No details 
are given. 

From Athens comes a dispatch an- 
nouncing that the island of Crete has 
been handed over to Greece by the 
European nations, the flags of Tur- 
key and the protecting powers being 
hauled down and replaced by the 
Greek standard at Canea. 

Mysterious also is the situation in 
the Gallipoli peninsula, and the re- 
sult of the fighting at the lines of 

| Bulair, across the narrowest part of 
the peninsula, which must be captured 
before a land attack can be made on 
the Dardanelles. A report stated that 
the Bulgarians after a great victory 
on Tuesday captured Bulair, but an- 
other message stated that there was 
heavy fichting at that place on Thura- 
day, with considerable losses on both

Identity of Offenders—Espionage 
May Have Been Directed by Men 
Higher Up—Threats Against Hotel 
Owner Followed Visit of Whitman 


New York, Feb. 20.—The police 
department and the district attorney's 
| office, having reached an amicable 
| agreement to assist each other in the 
prosecution and punishment of 
| Wrongdoers in the department, are 
| co-operating in a vigorous attempt to 
| stop the shadowing of District Attor- 
| ney Whitman by members of the po- 
j lice and by their private spies. 

Ever since the memorable morning 
in the Tenderloin when Jack Rose's 
friends killed a gambler, the county 
| prosecutor has been the victim of an 
pobinwe pr system of espionage, be- 
| lieved to have been directed by police 
| Officers of considerable authority. 

Third Deputy Commissioner New- 
burger, who has been placed in 
| charge of the headquarters investiga- 
tion, arranged for a conference with 
Whitman and Assistant District At- 
torney Groeh! in order to get infor- 
| mation coficerning plain-clothes men 
| Who are said to have followed them 
in a tour of the disorderly hotel cir- 
cuit in Harlem. 

Whitman and Groehl were spled 
on from the moment they appeared 
at Captain Walsh's home until they 
finished their round of calls. Among 
the men who followed them Whitmar 
is said to have recognized the face c 
a central office squad plain-clothe 
man formerly assigned to the sixth 
inspection district under Inspector 
Sweeney. 

If Newburger can get the names of

They 
make a nice broth as follows: 

Eel Broth.—Take about a pound of 
small eels and simmer them in two 
quarts of water til! the liquor {s re- 
duced to a quart. To flavor this soup 
add a spinal) blade of mace, a bay 
leaf, two onions and a few pepper- 
corns. Skim well when the broth first 
boils up and add salt. Strain through 
a thick cloth, thicken and just before 
serving add sufficient hot milk to make 
the soup white. Scatter chopped pars- 
ley and yolk of hard boiled egg over 
and serve. 

Seasonable Soups. 

Codfish Chowder.—Take a pound and 
a half of codfish, a pint of sliced pota- 
toes, otfe-quarter cupful sliced onions, 
feur tablespoonfuls flour, four slices 
salt pork, a pint milk, boiling water, 
salt and pepper. Fry out the salt pork, 
add onfons and cook slowly till they 
are yellow; then pour in a quart of 
boiling water and the fish cut in smal! 
pleces. Cook until the latter Is nearly 
done, then turn in the potatoes. When 
they are tender add the milk and the 
four dissolved in a little cold water 
Season to taste and serve garnished 
with water crackers moistened with 
hot milk. 

Sal:non Soup.—Take a quart of stock. 
a sliced onion and half a can of salmon 
and cook together. Rub through a 
sieve, add a quart of boiling milk, sea- 
son with salt, pepper, minced parsley 
and celery salt, thieken with butter 
and flour and serve with whipped 
cream. 

An Elaborate Chowder. 

Haddock Chowder.—Take a half doz- 
en potatoes, slice thin and place in cold 
water. Take a four pound haddock, re 
move the skin and bones and cut inte 
large pieces. Place the fish in cold wa- 
ter. Fry a large slice of fat pork in an 


agate kettle, cooking It until the fat ts}. 


fried out. Peel and slice two medium 
sized onlons into the fat. Dredge with 
flour and then add a layer of the drain- 
ed potatoes. Dredge again with flour 
and put in a layer of fish and thus con- 
tinue with alternate layers until the 
material is used. Pour on boiling wa-j 
ter and cover. Let this boil until the 
potatoes are soft. Then add two cup- 
fuls of milk. If the milk is not rich 
add a piece of butter the size of an egg, 
a dash of pepper and a pinch of salt. 
Let this just come:to boil. Split and 
place in a tureen six or eight water 
crackers. Pour chowder on these. 
Serve at once.

When I was H little boy I used to

This was the first rejection I had! 
ever experienced, and it pierced me to 
the heart. But 1 have since had rea- 
son to consider it a blessing, for it 
opened my eyes to the fact that there 
was a position for me to win in the 
world, and I resolved to win it. The 
day will come, I said to myself, when! 
{ shall live the Hife my father and 
mother led in their younger days. Il 
must be successful, and to be success- 
ful I must think and act for myself. 

I grew up separate and apart from 
this little girl, but for a time I kept) 
track of her. | learned that her father 
had made a large fortune out of a pat- 
ent medicine. Since my. own father 
had been a prominent’ professional 
man I felt the injustice of this child 
of a patent medicine proprietor snub- 
bing the son of a lawyer and states- 
man. Nevertheless when I saw her 
rolling about beside her mother In a 
Inndau driven by a liveried servant I 
| felt that she had’ the advantage of me, 
and I renewed my vow that the ad- 
vantage should one day be blotted out. | 

When | was serenteen I bad earned 
and saved enough money to keep me a 
year in college, and after that I taught 
night schoo] and won scholarships to 
earry me through.

STRUGGLE IN AN AUTOMOBILE. 


Followed Alleged Insult to Name of | 
Aunt of Defendant by Wealthy Soap 
Manufacturer—Alleged Slayer Will 
Take Stand and Tell Jury His Ver- | 
sion of the Tragedy 


Salem, Mass., Feb. 26.—George | 
E. Marsh, the wealthy Lynn soap 
manufacturer, was slain in Dorr's 
automobile on the Lynn boulevard be- 
tween 4:15 and 4:30 on the afternoon 
of April 11 last. | 

William A. Dorr, who {fs on trial 
before Judge Quinn and a jury in 
the Essex county superior court, will 
take the witness stand and admit he 
did the shooting. He will claim his 
revolvér was disc iurged accidentally 
while he was attempting to defend 
himself from an attack which the 77- 
year-old victim made upon him in the | 
automobile.

crowded .courtroom by the defend- 
ant’s senior counsel, Mr. Barney, in 
his opening for the defense. 

“Dorr will tell you,” safd Barney, 
“how Marsh accepted a ride in his 
automobile; how Dorr attempted to 
leave the machine when the old man 
insulted the name of his aunt. He 
will tell you how Marsh caught hold | 
of him and pinned him down in such 
a way that he feared for his life; how 
he drew his revolver, which he al- 
ways carried, and how the unfortun- 
ate trageay was over in three 
onds.’

Thaw, however, Anhut said he had 
an intimate personal acquaintance 
with Russell, who told him he would 
be glad to “throw any business he 
could his way.”

000 to be returned unless Thaw was 
released. 

Anhut then told of a conversation 
| with Russell Dec. 16, when the ef- 
forts to set Thaw free were discussed. 
Anhut said he told Russell of the 
agreement whereby half his retaining 
fee was to be returned Jan. 1 and 
| the remainder July 1 unless Thaw 
was released. 

“Russell than said: ‘Where do I 
come in?” testified Anhut. 

The attorney gaid he asked Russel! 
what he meant, and Russell replied: 

“Why, I recommended you. I got 
you the job. I wouldn't do anything

Gijon, Spain, Feb. 27.—Upward of 
200 persons were killed or wounded 
tees the ill-timed explosion of a charge 
of 7000 pounds of black powder which 
had been laid by the engineers in 
charge of the new harbor works with 
the object of raising an enormous 
block of rock. 

An immense concourse of people 
had gathered to witness the demoli- 
tion of the hill separating Gijon from 
the coaling harbor of Musel, a mile 
and a half distant. The object of 
the operation was to cut a roadway 
and thus avoid the present long de- 
tour. 

When the fuse was lighted and the 
explosion occurred, instead of the 
rock being blasted, hundreds of tons 
of clay and small stones were hurled 
among the assembled _ spectators.

With the Exception of the Romans, 
Ancient Peopies Had Strong 
Aversion to It, 

Red is the fashionable color of wom- 
an’s hair just now, but in many pe 
riods and countries to have red hair 
meant to test the depths of misfor- 

tune, even of death. 

Prejudice against red hair runs back 
even to Egyptian times, for in that 
land of decided opinions and strong 


} prejudices it was the custom to burn 


alive some unfortunate’ individual 
cursed with red hair, so it was decid- 
edly uncomfortable to have red hair 
in Egypt, as no one knew whose turn 
would come next. 

That the Chinese shared this preju- 
dice against red hair is proved by 
their epithet for the English, whom 
they called “red-haired barbarians” 

The great exception to this rule 
among ancient nations is the Romans, 
for since the time of Nero they have 
praised red hair in the highest terms. 
They preferred a dark red, almost 
brown, such as we term auburn, and 
modern Romans share this liking, It is 
said that among the patrician families 
of Rome and Florence there is an ab- 
normally large number of red-haired 
women. Modern Greeks share this pre- 
dilection with the Ror 
highten the reddish effect of the hair 
by wearing dull gold ornaments. 

One of the most frequent causes of 
the prejudice ag ir in Chris- 
tian countries undoubtedly goes back 
to the tradition that Judas, the be- 
trayer of Jesus, had red hair, and most 
of the artists paint him thus. Shakes- 
peare refers to this in “As You Yike 
{t,” when Rosalind says of Orlando, 
“His very hair is of the dissembling 
color,” and Celia “Some- 
thing browner than Judas.” 

The Brahmins were forbidden to 
marry red-haired women and, as has 
been said: “The populace of most 
countries, confounding moral with es- 
thetic impressions, accuse red-haired 
people of various shortcomings.” 

Besides the old tradition of Judas 
having been red-haired aiding to cre- 
ate the prejudice existing in many 
lands the fact of the feeling against 
red hair in England is set down to the 
red-haired Danes, who could not be 
regarded save as invaders and bar- 
barians.
